SERFDOM IN AUSTRIA. 


Revolt Auralniit It explain* Diftor 


That Arc Xow Prevailing 


In the Deal Empire. 


Tihe rising among the peasantry in 


the northeast of Hungary is not a so- 
cialist movement, as at first supposed, 
but a revolt against serfdom, which 
still exists in these districts. The peas- 
ants can earn a shilling a day iu sum- 
mer and from fourpcnce to sixpence in 
winter. Every peasant is compelled to 
tvork 50 days in the year for the land 
OWDQT without payment. These 50 days 
are not fixed. When the land owner 
wants work done a drummer marches 
through the village streets and all the 
male inhabitants have to answer the 
call and, appear at the manor house. 
The land owner then picks out as many 
os he wants. The land owner almost in- 
variably exacts this labor in summer, 
when the peasant's time is most valu- 
able. In the winter the peasants are 
compelled to act as beaters in the hunts 
for twopence a day. 


In addition, the peasant's women 


folk have to scrub and sweep the land 
owner's house every week for nothing. 
Many of the land owners use the peas- 
ants as beasts of burden, and it is no 
uncommon thing to see four men har- 
nessed to a plow instead of horses. 


It is to sweep away these remnants 


of serfdom that the peasants have risen, 
but the prompt action of the govern- 
ment in massing troops seems for the 
moment to have overawed them. 
I 


made a tourof this district to-day. Al- 
though the peasants march about in 
bodies no collision with the military 
occurred. The local authorities have 
discovered that arms have been sys- 
lemntically introduced into(the neigh- 
borhood for some months,' and this 
does not lessen their alarm.—London 
Mail;

Very little attention has been paid to 


Sue fact that in the last sessiou of par- 
liament there \*as passed a land trans- 
fer act '.vhieli is likely to rend-er a 
greater service to the mass of poor and 
well-to-do persons in England than any 
piece of legislation since the passage 
of the corn laws. The land transfer act 
contemplates the ultimate registration 
of all titles to real property in England, 
but, owing to the fierce opposition of 
solicitors, who are threatened with the 
loss of most of their inordinate profits 
from aomeyancinfr, the law is to be ap- 
plied tentatively. That is to sny. the 
privy council are empowered to require 
from any one county, or part thereof, 
the compulsory registration of title on 
the sale of land; six months, however, 
are given the county council of the dis- 
trict affected to consider the proposal, 
and if two-thirds of its members ob 
jeot the order is not to take effect. 


The privy council have selected th? 


county of Condon as the 
first 
area 


wherein to apply the act, but it is not 
yet certain that the countV council will 
acquiesce, as there is violent opposition 
to the proposal, in view of the multitude 
of properties and the value and com- 
plexity of the transactions which will 
have to tie examined. That is, of course, 
the very reason why the privy council 
were well ad\ised in theirselection; for 
in only threecounties—namely, London, 
Yorkshire and Lancashire — could the 
new measure be adequately tested. 
Should the county council prove recal- 
citrant the result will probably be the 
passage of an amendrnpnt making the 
immediate application of the act com- 
pulsory all over England, for public 
opinion is now thoroughly aroused in 
favor of the measure, and the selfish 
resistance of solicitors will no longer be 
effective. 


What Eng-lishmen are now witnessing 


Is the first substantial outcome of on 
agitation which has been gomg on for 
three-quarters of a century. In no other 
civilized country on theglobels the sys- 
tem of conveyancing so bad nnd ex- 
pensive as that which has prevailed up 
lo the present day in England. 
So 


en<5rmous are the crst'5 of the transfers 
>f land in that country that they con- 
stitute a very large percentage, in the 
price of small properties, and preclude 
anyone from purehusing them with the 
motive of makins a living from them. 
So, also, the insecurity of title, which is 
greatest on^mall properties, because 
they have been dealt with less careful- 
ly, compels any owner who needs an 
advance of money to pay usurious in- 
Leresfc for it, whereby his ruin is speed- 
ily effected and the property is brought 
to sale. On the other hand, a large prop- 
erty changes hands at less comparative 
'xpense, and the necessity of » sale to 
meet temporary difficulties is at less 
'•os't obviated byamoritri'.gc-. which per- 
mits (he owner to hold on till some 
windfall of legacy or marriage onct 
more reinstates him in easy 
circum- 


stances »nd enables him to take advan- 
tage of his poorer neighbors'r.ec ess i ties. 
Ihe grievous evils of this system were 
Jenouneed by Lord Brougham 70 years 
)go, and have since been repeatedly the 
subject of discussion from the platform 
ind of debate in parliament. 


The long neglect on the pnrt of the 


English lawmaking power to remedy a 
grievance so patent as that imposed by 
the delay and costs of the conveyancing 
system is the more surprising because 
long ago a cure for them was devised 
in south Australia, and has been since
